The Attorney General Renders 
Important Opinion 


OF GREAT INTEREST TO THE SOLDIERS 


The Gate City Guard Can Carry Arms Un- 
less the Courts Interfere—The Endo!the 
Case So faras the State Is Concerned. 


The attorney general has rendered a de- 
cision in. thé Gate City Guard case, the 
effect of whith is to give Atlanta’s famous 
organization the right to carry arms unless 
enjoined by the courts. 

Under the military iaws of the state the 
Gate City Guard, which is an independent 
company and not enrolied under the state, 
has no right to appear with arms, it 
will be remembered that when the time 
for re-enlistment came the Gate City 
City Guard refused to re-enter the service of 
the state and the attorney general ordered 
that their arms be returned to the state. 
This was done. At the last legislature 
an effort was made to have special powers 
granted this company, permitting it to re- 
enlist but remain as an independent or- 
ganization and to nave certain immunities 
which it was claimed were granted the com- 
pany by its original charter, and the mili- 
tary committee of the house, which con- 
sidered the bill, reported upon it unfavor-: 

The members of the Guam claim that 
ably. 
they had never waived their rights under 
the original charter and did not propose 
to do so, They took the position that their 
charter was a contract and that under 
its terms they still had a right to the priv- 
ileges and immunities specified in that 
charter, Messrs. Felder & Davis, the com- 
pany’s attorneys, filed a petition asking 
that the governor construe the law that 
the company be entitled to bear arms. The 
petition was referred to the attorney gen- 
eral, and yesterday Colonel Terrell sub- 
mitted it“as his opinion that the question 
Was not one for the governor to decide but 
for the courts. 

The effect of the ruling is to permit the 
wuard to bear arms unless the courts, 
should a test be made, decide against 
them. 

The casé is one of great interest in mili- 
tary circles, 

The governor yesterday passed an order 
allowing the worth Highlands Railway 
Company, of Columbus, to pay taxes on a 
smaller sum than the assessment affixed 
by the comptroller general, For three years 
the company made no return of its prop- 
erty and the comptroller general fixed its 
valye at $46,000 and issued fi, fas. against 
the road for taxes based on that valua- 
tion.
